A  complete  list  of  these  various 
visits  is  appended  to  this  report.  On  all  occasions  the  hospitality  was  of  a 
high  calibre  and  respect  for  the  office  of  Grand  First  Principal  was  always 
apparent. 

Masonic  Protocol 

Earlier  in  this  report,  I  made  mention  of  the  good  co-operation  of  our 
Grand  Superintendents.

This  has 
caused  concern  in  his  district  and  embarrassment  to  the  First  Grand 
Principal.  The  office  of  Grand  First  Principal  cannot  and  will  not  tolerate 
the  actions  of  any  Officer  or  Companion  who  decides  to  make,  and  act  by, 
his  own  set  of  rules.  It  is  hoped  that  situations  of  this  nature  will  never 
again  surface,  as  it  will  be  the  prerogative  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  to 
dismiss  from  office,  any  Companion  flagrantly  disobeying  the  rules  and 
regulations  set  out  before  him.  I  find  it  disconcerting  to  make  this  com- 
ment in  an  otherwise  favourable  report. 

Amalgamation  Procedures 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Albert  A.  Mortlock  has  assembled  a  procedure  for 
Amalgamation  which  adapts  to  any  situation  where  two  Chapters  find  it 
feasible  to  unite  and  gain  the  strength  of  unity,  one  with  the  other. 
Problems  occasionally  develop  in  areas  with  limited  population  from  which 
to  obtain  candidates,  and  other  circumstances.  It  should  be  noted  that 
there  need  be  no  loss  of  Rank  or  finances  when  amalgamation  takes 
place.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Mortlock  is  to  be  commended  for  devising  this 
procedure,  and  I  recommend  that  it  be  legalized  for  the  usage  of  Grand 
Chapter  and  become  part  of  our  official  procedure  when  a  request  for 
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amalgamation  is  received. 

Welfare 

Two  Chapters  are  again  outstanding  in  their  pursuits  of  assistance  in 
and  about  their  immediate  areas. 

Hiawatha  Chapter  No.252,  Sarnia,  and  Mt.  Sinai  Chapter  No.212, 
Richmond  Hill  have  once  again  exemplified  the  true  Masonic  Spirit.  Their 
projects  have  been  examples  of  good  citizenship,  in  and  beyond  the 
Masonic  community.  Keep  up  the  good  work,  Companions.

REPORT  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions 

The  information  contained  within  this  report  is  collected  from  the 
various  Reports  of  our  17  Grand  Superintendents,  an  analysis  of  the  year 
end  Statistical  Tables  and  the  information  so  readily  supplied  to  us  by  our 
Grand  Scribe  E  and  his  office.  Following  correlation  of  this  information  we 
are  pleased  to  submit  our  report  to  you  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

We  would  first  express  our  gratitude  to  our  Grand  First  Principal  for 
the  manner  in  which  he  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his  important  office. 

To  our  Grand  Scribe  E  and  his  office,  many  thanks  for  the  co- 
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operation  to  this  as  well  as  all  committees  of  Grand  Chapter,  without  your 
assistance  our  reports  could  not  be  as  complete  or  factual. 

To  our  Grand  Superintendents  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have 
fulfilled  the  duties  of  their  office  as  the  representatives  of  our  Grand  First 
Principal  and  for  their  frankness  in  reporting  the  condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  their  several  Chapters  and  Districts.  The  line  of  communica- 
tion between  our  Companions  and  this  Grand  Chapter  is  of  the  greatest 
importance.  If  it  breaks  down  in  any  one  are  throughout  the  chain,  the 
end  result  will  be  chaos.  We  must  move  to  strengthen  this  link,  for  it  is 
only  by  it  that  we  can  assess  the  true  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry,  and 
it  is  to  this  information  that  Grand  Chapter  must  respond, 

To  the  dedicated  members  of  Grand  Chapter  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  have  fulfilled  the  duties  of  their  offices  and  the  support  that  they  have 
shown  to  our  Grand  Council  in  the  discharge  of  their  various  duties. 

Membership 

The  statistical  tables  provide  us  with  the  following  numbers. 
Suspensions  144,  Demits  172,  Deaths  400,  Total  716. 

New  Members  331,  Affiliations  40,  Restorations  26,  Total  319.  Net  Loss

Our  membership  stands  at  11091  Regular,  4250  Commuted,  for  a  total  of 
15341. 

Average  attendance  at  chapter  meetings  ranges  from  22%  to  12%  for 
an  average  of  18%,  while  the  average  number  of  visiting  companions  stands 
at  6.7%.  These  figures  are  approximate,  because  at  time  of  calculation 
three  districts  had  not  yet  reported  their  year-end  figures. 

Dues  in  arrears  are  still  high,  and  the  suspensions  that  seemingly 
follow  are  depleting  our  ranks  almost  as  fast  as  deaths.  We  would  there- 
fore suggest  that  a  system  of  regular  invoicing  be  recommended  by  this 
Grand  Chapter  to  all  Chapters  so  that  this  silent  threat  to  our  existence 
may  be  thwarted. 

The  demit  and  suspension  form  that  the  Chapters  are  requested  to 
fill  out  "after"  a  visit  to  a  companion  who  is  being  suspended  or  demitted 
has  been  used  for  approximately  10%  of  those  companions,  but  unfortunate- 
ly only  1/2  of  1%  of  those  received  a  personal  visit  from  his  Chapter.  This 
form,  if  used  as  requested,  might  shed  some  light  on  the  reasons  as  to  why 
our  demits  and  suspensions  are  so  high. 

To  those  Scribes  E  who  have  used  the  report,  we  thank  you  and 
encourage  you  to  continue,  for  it  is  through  your  hard  work  that  we  may 
yet  solve  this  problem. 

life  Membership  is  being  taken  advantage  of  by  a  greater  number  of 
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our  Companions,  and  its  me/its  to  both  Chapter  and  Companion  should  be 
stressed  by  our  Grand  Superintendents  in  their  Districts. 

Most  Excellent  Sir;  we  would  suggest  to  you  that,  as  Life  Member- 
ship has  a  definite  effect  on  the  two  preceding  problems,  a  committee  be 
formed  to  re-establish  this  initiative  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

We  note  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  so  many  of  our  Companions  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  above,  and  especially  that  of  Rt.Ex.Companions  Clar- 
ence Tebbutt,  Wellington  District  #4,  and  Robert  Praser,  Hamilton  District 
#5,  who  passed  away  while  serving  as  Grand  Superintendents  of  their 
respective  Districts.  We  would  extend  our  sympathy  to  their  families.  This 
points  very  clearly  to  the  fact  of  our  aging  membership  and  the  need  for  a 
dedicated  effort  to  attract  new  young  members  to  our  fraternity.  If  we  all 
strive  to  find  one  dedicated  person  to  follow  our  path  through  Masonry,  all 
Masonic  Bodies  will  become  the  beneficiaries. 

The  following  comments  are  direct  quotes  from  the  Reports  of  our 
Grand  Superintendents  and  we  urge  you  to  listen  carefully  to  their  com- 
ments and  to  take  action  where  feasible. 

"While  it  is  an  established  fact  that  most  Chapters  suffer  from  poor 
attendance,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  are  now  receiving  more  can- 
didates and  look  with  confidence  to  the  future." 

"The  struggling  Chapters  in  our  District  are  finding  the  going  very 
tough.  They  are  not  receiving  any  new  members  and  the  older  ones  are 
becoming  overworked  and  as  a  result  are  staying  away." 

"With  today's  modern  modes  of  transportation  there  are  concerns  as 
to  whether  seven  Chapters  are  necessary  in  this  area,  especially  when  two 
of  those  are  only  five  miles  away  from  another  Chapter  and  there  is  only 
one  Craft  lodge  in  the  area  for  each  of  these  two  Chapters  to  draw  mem- 
bers." 

"The  prevalent  problem  is,  no  increase  -  in  fact  a  decrease  in 
membership.  Last  year  we  initiated  36  candidates,  but  the  net  gain  after 
demits,  suspensions  and  withdrawals  was  +1.  This  year  we  initiated  31 
candidates,  and  for  the  same  reasons  ended  up  with  a  net  loss  of  -8." 

"Over  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  change  taking  place  in  all 
branches  of  Freemasonry.  Instead  of  men  quietly  going  about  doing  good 
deeds  when  and  where  they  saw  need,  those  in  Freemasonry  today  are 
expected  to  take  an  active  part  in  Mammoth  Projects,  calculated  to  improve 
the  image  the  world  at  large  has  of  freemasonry.  This  unfortunately  takes 
the  initiative  away  from  the  individual  Lodges  and  Chapters  of  deciding 
what  role  they  will  play  in  the  everyday  life  of  their  communities,  and 
leaves  them  nothing  to  do  but  raise  money  for  someone  else's  ideas,  and  as 
worthy  as  these  may  be,  they  take  away  something  hard  to  replace,  the 
confidence  and  ability  to  decide  on  a  project  and  to  see  it  through." 

"Some  chapters  have  the  same  old  members  doing  all  the  work  and 
don't  pay  enough  attention  to  new  members  by  involving  them  in  degree 
work,  Chapter,  business,  etc.  Hence,  after  a  while  they  are  not  attending 
meetings  any  more." 

'I  feel  we  must  put  more  thought  and  planning  into  our  monthly 
meetings  and  develop  a  more  interesting  program,  particularly  during  social 
hour." 

"Many  members  receive  their  degrees  far  too  quickly  and  are  be- 
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wildered,  thus  unable  to  grasp  what  they  have  witnessed  in  the  short  space 
of  time." 

"I  would  submit  to  you  that  in  the  light  of  Craft  Masonry's  Mentors 
Program,  we  should  resume  the  Proving  of  Candidates,  so  they  will  once 
again  understand  Freemasonry  for  what  it  really  is.  I  am  confident  this 
manoeuvre  would  cause  a  definite,  positive  change  in  a  Royal  Arch  Mason's 
education,  and  thereby  cause  him  to  be  proud  to  be  a  Royal  Arch  Mason, 
because  he  understands  what  he  is,  and  is  trying  to  accomplish." 

"While  each  and  every  Chapter  within  the  District  is  experiencing 
minor  difficulties,  to  varying  degrees,  in  gaining  new  members,  finances,  or 
attendance  in  all  instances,  the  first  Principals  are  doing  their  utmost  to 
serve  their  Chapters  to  the  best  of  their  ability." 

"The  weaker  Chapters  in  our  District  have  a  problem  meeting  the 
requirements  of  a  quorum,  and  as  such  have  had  to  cancel  three  meetings." 

Most  Ex.  Sir,  we  have  requested  that  the  Grand  Superintendents  be 
frank  and  straightforward  with  us,  and  we  must  return  the  favour  in  kind. 
They  have  advised  us  of  some  problems  and  made  some  suggestions,  and  it 
is  this  Grand  Chapter's  responsibility  to  respond. 

We  would  suggest  to  this  Grand  Chapter  and  to  all  Royal  Arch 
Masons  that  if  you  closely  read  the  preceding  comments  you  will  readily  see 
that  the  greatest  problem  is  ourselves.  We  have  become  a  generation  of 
Masons  who  want  to  be  entertained,  not  work,  to  read,  not  memorize,  to  sit 
back  and  let  others  make  the  decisions  and  do  the  work  while  we  complain, 
rather  than  becoming  involved  and  shouldering  some  of  the  responsibilities. 
If  we  will  only  remember  that  old  adage  -  as  you  shall  sow,  so  shall  you 
reap  -  and  then  relate  this  to  to-day's  challenges,  Masonry  will  only  be  as 
strong  as  what  we  ourselves  want  it  to  be.  If  we  are  willing  to  give  of  our 
time,  talents  and  work  to  make  Royal  Arch  Masonry  strong,  by  supporting 
and  encouraging  our  new  Masons  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  fund- 
amental principles  and  teachings  of  our  order,  we  will  succeed  in  solving 
most  of  these  problems. 

Our  ritual  is  just  the  doorway  beyond  which  lies  the  great  story  of 
Freemasonry.  To  some,  this  may  just  be  an  empty  room.  To  others,  it  is 
an  opportunity  to  unlock  the  great  treasure  chest  of  Freemasonry,  broaden 
their  Masonic  Knowledge,  deepen  their  faith  and  appreciation  of  the  great 
truths  which  Masonry  offers  to  those  who  would  seek  beneath  the  surface. 
It  is  a  fact  that  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  get  the  most  out  of  Masonry 
are  those  who  know  the  most  about  our  Royal  Craft,  and  those  reward  are 
never-ending.We  would  extend  our  congratulations  to  all  Committees  of 
Grand  Chapter  for  your  tireless  efforts  to  enhance  the  situation  and 
condition  of  Capitular  Masonry.

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REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  the  Officers  and  Members  of 
Hie  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

In  presenting  this  report  we  would  first  like  to  express  our  sincere 
appreciation  to  M.Ex.Comp.  Charles  W.  Emmett  who  retired  as  the  long- 
standing Chairman  of  this  Committee  last  fall.  M.Ex.Comp.  Emmett  served 
as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  12  years  with  distinction  and 
dedication.  We  trust  his  interest  in  the  financial  affairs  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  will  continue  for  many  years  to  come,  and  that  his  expertise  and 
counsel  will  always  be  available. 

This  Committee  has  reviewed  and  considered  in  detail  the  reports 
and  financial  statements  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Auditor's  Reports  and 
the  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  These  reports  appear  to  fully  and 
accurately  record  the  essential  details  and  financial  transactions  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28,  1989. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  in  respect  to  the  General  Fund,  as 
well  as  the  special  funds,  such  as  the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent 
Fund,  the  Commuted  Life  Membership  Fund,  the  Bursary  Fund  and  the 
Release-A-Miracle  Medical  Fund,  are  accurately  detailed,  together  with  a 
detailed  schedule  of  the  Investment  Securities  in  which  these  funds  are 
currently  invested. 

The  following  observations  respecting  certain  matters  covered  by 
these  reports  are  presented  for  your  consideration. 

In  reviewing  our  balance  sheet  for  the  fiscal  year,  we  note  that 
Accounts  Receivable  from  Chapters  has  been  reduced  by  $8000.00  during 
the  fiscal  year,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  our  grand  Scribe  Ezra.  However, 
we  also  note  that  Chapters  still  have  $8000.00  outstanding. 

Investments  have  been  increased  by  $24,000.00.  This  has  been 
accomplished  first  by  a  cash  in  the  bank  degrease  of  $4000.00;  secondly,  by 
the  transfer  of  $10,000.00  from  the  Insurance  Equity  Fund  to  the  General 
Fund;  thirdly,  by  the  reduction  of  Accounts  Receivable  by  $8000.00;  and 
fourthly,  by  the  reduction  of  Accounts  payable  by  $2000.00. 

Special  funds  have  shown  good  growth.  The  Commuted  Life  Mem- 
bership Fund  has  risen  to  $158,000.00,  an  increase  of  $13,000.00.  The 
Bursary  Fund  has  shown  only  a  slight  gain  of  $600.00,  whereas  the  Re- 
lease-A-Miracle Medical  Fund  has  increased  $34,000.00.  Thus  our  Special 
Funds  have  incurred  a  net  increase  of  $47,600.00,  against  the  recorded 
increase  of  $30,000.00  the  previous  year. 

Current  liabilities  have  increased  $2,000.00,  mainly  on  account  of 
maintenance  tax  adjustment  and  rent  increase  at  Grand  Chapter  Office. 

Revenue  income  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year  was  budgeted  at 
$93,700.00;  however  the  actual  income  was  $92,636.00.  The  shortfall  was 
the  result  of  the  loss  of  revenue  from  an  over-estimate  of  membership. 

Total  expenditures  were  budgeted  at  $93,450.00.  Actual  expenses 
amounted  to  $92,655.00,  and  although  we  spent  less,  this  was  offset  by  the 
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shortfall  of  revenue  income. 

The  bottom  line  of  any  financial  report  is  the  profit  or  loss  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  And,  while  our  budget  was  projected  to  provide  a  surplus 
of  $250.00  for  the  fiscal  year,  a  loss  of  $19.47  resulted.  Thus,  we  ended  up 
$269.47  off  budget  for  1988. 

In  preparing  the  budget  for  the  1989  fiscal  year,  which  we  are 
presenting  to  this  Grand  Chapter,  we  draw  your  attention  to  the  slight 
improvement  in  revenue,  due  mainly  from  our  increasing  investment 
income.  At  the  same  time  we  expect  to  hold  the  line  on  expenses,  taking 
into  consideration  certain  adjustments  necessary  due  to  expected  increases 
in  the  consumer  price  index.  The  budgeted  expenditure  for  1989  is  the 
same  as  for  1988.  In  essence,  the  budget  being  presented  is  estimated  to 
provide  us  with  break  even  situation  for  the  next  12  months. 

With  such  a  tight  budget  and  the  probability  of  further  loss  in 
membership,  it  is  apparent  that  the  per  capita  dues  should  be  raised.  A 
notice  of  motion  to  increase  per  capita  dues  will  be  dealt  with  during  this 
Grand  Convocation.  We  support  this  proposal.  However,  we  note,  if 
passed,  it  will  not  generate  additional  revenue  to  Grand  Chapter  until 
1990,  a  year  from  now.  In  the  meantime  all  indications  strongly  point  to 
increasing  inflationary  pressures  during  the  immediate  years  ahead. 

We  wish  to  make  the  following  recommendations: 

(1)  that  this  Grand  Chapter  consider  discontinuing  the  payment  of 
per  diem  and  mileage  currently  allotted  to  members  of  the  Grand 
Executive  Committee.  This  will  save  Grand  Chapter  approximately 
$3000.00  yearly. 

(2)  that  in  order  to  provide  a  more  efficient  control  of  the  Grand 
Convocation  budget,  we  recommend  that  the  Convocation  budget  be 
so  proportioned  that  the  expenses  expected  to  be  incurred  by  Grand 
Chapter  itself,  such  as  lodging,  meals  and  entertainment  for  guests, 
be  kept  separate  from  the  budgeted  amount  allotted  to  the  General 
Chairman  of  the  host  district.  This  will  enable  the  General  Chair- 
man to  have  more  control  over  the  operating  expenses  directly  under 
his  management.  This  procedure  should  assist  in  preventing  re- 
occurrences of  over-spending  once  the  budget  has  been  established.

1.  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Outlined  below  are  those  accounting  policies  adopted  by  the  organization 
considered  to  be  particularly  significant: 

(a)  Inventories 

Inventories  are  valued  at  the  lower  of  cost  and  net  realizable  value, 
with  cost  being  determined  substantially  on  an  average  basis. 

(b)  Fixed  Assets 

Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  acquisition  cost.     New  additions  are  not 
depreciated  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
but  are  charged  to  expenditure  in  the  year  of  acquisition.

Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  as  at  February  28,  1989  and 
the  statements  of  revenue  and  expenditure  and  the  general  fund  state- 
ment of  changes  in  financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  and  other  procedures  as 
we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances,  except  as  explained  in  the 
following  paragraph. 

In  common  with  many  charitable  organizations,  Grand  Chapter

revenue,  amounts  from  donations  and  fund  raising  projects  which  are  not 
susceptible  to  complete  verification  by  audit  procedures.  Accordingly,  our 
verification  of  revenue  from  these  sources  was  limited  to  a  comparison  of 
recorded  receipts  with  bank  deposits. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  possibility  of  adjustment,  if  any,  had 
revenue  from  donations  and  fund  raising  projects  been  susceptible  to 
complete  audit  verification,  these  financial  statements  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Grand  Chapter  as  at  February  28,  1989  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with 
accounting  principles  generally  accepted  for  not-for-profit  organizations 
applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

RELEASE  A  MIRACLE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  The  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  The  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  Ontario. 

M.Ex.  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  clock  of  time  has  run  its  full  cycle  in  our  Royal  Craft,  and  your 
committee  on  Medical  Research,  popularly  known  as  'Release  A  Miracle', 
is  again  pleased  to  report  on  the  achievements  attained  in  our  on-going 
success  story  over  the  past  year. 

Your  committee  met  twice  during  that  time  to  review  progress,  discuss 
matters  of  mutual  interest  and  approve  awards.     As  well,  through  cor- 
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respondence,  the  chairman  liaised  with  and  kept  all  members,  both 
honorary  and  active,  fully  informed  of  what  was  transpiring  between  the 
committee  and  the  Grand  Superintendents,  their  District  Chairmen  and 
the  recipients  of  awards. 

And  to  coin  a  few  words  from  a  favourite  song  of  yesteryear  "Didn't 
We  Almost  Make  it  This  Time,,  the  committee  is  pleased  to  announce  that 
during  the  past  year  contributions  totalling  $36,574.84,  an  increase  of  62% 
over  a  year  ago,  have  been  received  to  expand  the  capital  fund  to 
$198,379.72.  Further,  during  the  past  two  years  contributions  totalling 
$59,187.83  represent  an  overall  gain  of  42%  during  that  period  of  time. 
For  this  excellent  support  from  members  throughout  the  jurisdiction  the 
committee  is  most  grateful,  and  would  hesitate  momentarily  to  express 
gratitude  for  this  unselfish  manifestation  of  time  and  talents  to  support 
our  Medical  Researchers,  that  they  may  redouble  their  efforts  to  bring  to 
our, fellow  man  a  more  comfortable  and  meaningful  way  of  life. 

The  Capital  Fund  now  stands  at  $198,379.72,  exclusive  of  the 
20,000.00  transferred  from  the  Grand  Chapter  Victory  Thanksgiving 
Benevolent  Fund. 

The  substantial  contributions  received  during  1988  may  be  attributed, 
in  part  at  least,  to  the  impact  the  new  brochure  and  personal  letter  from 
your  Chairman,  approved  in  committee  and  mailed  to  all  companions 
through  their  respective  chapters,  had  on  the  members.  But  we  must  not 
overlook  the  dedication  of  a  host  of  companions  at  the  Grand  Chapter  as 
well  as  the  subordinate  level  who  aided  us  in  our  quest. 

Turning  now  to  grants  made  for  research  in  1988,  we  are  pleased  to 
report  that  three  awards  totalling  $17,500.00  were  approved  by  the 
committee,  to  bring  the  total  awards  to  date,  from  inception  of  the 
program  seven  years  ago,  to  $80,500.00. 

In  June  1988  it  was  a  pleasure  for  your  Chairman,  accompanied  by 
M.Ex.Comp.  Dr.  Fraser  Hay,  a  member  of  the  committee,  to  journey  to 
London,  Ontario,  to  meet  with  J.  Allan  Taylor,  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
Dr.  H.J.M.  Barnett,  O.C.,M.D.,F.R.C.P.(C),  V.P.  Cronyn,  Scientific  Direc- 
tor, and  several  other  research  scientists  of  The  John  P.  Robarts  Research 
Institute.  This  comparatively  new  institution,  sponsored  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Western  Ontario  and  University  Hospital,  and  funded  originally  by 
substantial  grants  from  the  Government  of  Ontario,  the  Government  of 
Canada  and  the  generosity  of  many  corporations,  foundations  and  in- 
dividuals, with  some  200  researchers,  is  concentrating  on  the  prevention 
of  premature  death  in  the  fields  of  Heart  and  Circulation,  Stroke  and 
Aging,  including  Alzheimer's  Disease,  and  Immunology  as  it  relates  to  the 
supply  of  insulin  for  diabetics.  A  most  enlightening  presentation  of 
several  fields  of  endeavour  in  which  they  were  working  was  made, 
prompting  our  recommendation  to  the  committee  that  this  was  a  field 
worthy  of  our  consideration. 

Accordingly,  the  following  grant  was  approved: 

$10,000.00  to  the  John  P.  Robarts  Research  Institute  to  support 
research  as  outlined  above. 

Acknowledgements:    Fred  J.  Galloway,  General  Manager  writes: 
"We  are  delighted  that  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  interested  in 
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this  exciting  venture  in  Medical  Research.  Thank  you  for  your 
support." 

Dr.  H J.M.  Barnett,  Senior  Director,  writes:  "What  a  nice 
Christmas  present  for  our  Institution's  Research  activities. 
Please  thank  the  members  of  your  committee  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  for  this  very  generous  support.  We  will  endeavour  to  be 
worthy  of  it  by  our  endeavours." 

While  in  London  M.Ex.Comp.  Dr.  Hay  and  your  chairman  also  called 
on  Dr.  R.F.  DelMaestro  at  Victoria  Hospital,  at  which  time  he  made  us 
acquainted  with  two  of  his  patients,  and  we  are  convinced  our  assistance 
to  that  research  scientist  is  not  only  well  placed  but  indeed  justified.  In 
one  instance  it  was  heart-warming  to  speak  with  the  parents  and  their 
twelve  year  old  son  who  had  a  brain  tumour  successfully  removed  by 
advanced  technology  using  a  specialized  neurological  aspirator  system 
called  CUSA,  the  purchase  of  which  was  initiated  by  an  award  from  our 
Research  Fund  "Release  A  Miracle".  We  are  pleased  to  advise  that  this 
young  boy  is  re-established  in  his  school  and  has  regained  his  status  as  a 
Grade  A  student.  The  parents,  with  tearful  eye,  expressed  their  gratitude 
to  us  and  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  for  our  part  in  restoring  comfort  and 
happiness  to  the  family. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  committee  this  year  approved  an  award 
of: 

$2,500.00    augmenting  previous  awards  in  1985,  1986  and  1987  to  the

central  peripheral  nervous  system.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OF  LONG  RANGE  PLANNING 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of 
The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

This  Committee  was  created  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  looking  into  the  future  requirements  of  Grand 
Chapter.  In  considering  any  form  of  long  range  planning  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  we  should  establish  immediate,  intermediate  and  long  range 
objectives. 

Your  Committee  having  met  on  several  occasions  this  past  year  have 
reviewed  some  of  our  immediate  concerns  and  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  recommendations  for  consideration  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

First  Recommendation: 

That  the  present  duties  and  responsibilities  assigned  to  the  Committee 
of  Assistance  to  Chapters  be  re-assigned  to  the  Grand  Superintendents  of 
Districts  and  the  said  Committee  be  disbanded. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  Grand  Superintendent,  the  direct  represen- 
tative of  the  Grand  Z,  who  is  invested  with  authority  to  superintend  his 
District,  be  held  fully  accountable  for  the  condition  of  Chapters  in  his 
District.  He  should  strive  to  resolve  all  problems  of  Chapters  and  report 
such  irregularities  to  Grand  Chapter.  When  he  is  unable  to  rectify  a 
problem  of  a  Chapter  in  his  District  he  should  immediately  report  the 
situation  to  the  Grand  First  Principal;  through  the  Grand  Scribe  E  and 
request  assistance  from  Grand  Chapter. 

Second  Recommendation: 

That  a  Grand  Superintendent  not  be  confirmed  in  title  and  rank  by 
the  Grand  Z  until  after  satisfactory  completion  of  his  full  term  of  office, 
and  with  a  favourable  recommendation  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Condition 
of  the  Order. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  Grand  Superintendent  should  demon- 
strate that  he  has  fulfilled  his  term  of  office  to  the  complete  satisfaction 
of  the  Grand  Z  before  being  rewarded  for  his  labours.  Service  and 
dedication  should  be  synonymous  with  the  title  Grand  Superintendent. 

Third  Recommendation: 

We  recommend  that  the  School  of  Instruction  for  Grand  Superinten- 
dents be  lengthened  to  either  a  full  day  prior  to  the  opening  of  Grand 
Chapter,  or  a  half  day  before  and  a  half  day  after,  and  that  an  additional 
half  day  instructional  workshop  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Fall 
meeting  .of  the  Grand  Executive  Committee. 

In  our  judgment  the  present  half-day  is  insufficient  for  new  Grand 
Superintendents,  as  it  barely  covers  the  instructional  material  in  the 
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Grand  Superintendent's  Manual. 

Fourth  Recommendation: 

We  recommend  a  revision  in  the  holding  of  our  annual  Grand  Con- 
vocation. We  propose  that  the  Grand  Executive  Meeting  be  held  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  first  day,  and  that  Grand  Chapter  officially  open  on  the 
morning  of  the  second  day,  closing  at  noon  on  the  third  day. 

This  suggested  new  format  will  provide  an  extra  half  day  for  our 
Convocations  so  that  our  business  may  be  conducted  more  leisurely  than 
at  present. 

We  also  point  out  that  the  proposed  plan  of  revising  the  instruction  of 
Grand  Superintendents  can  also  be  more  ideally  accommodated  in  this 
new  type  of  Grand  Chapter  schedule. 

Fifth  Recommendation: 

It  is  recommended  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Z  to 
find  suitable  alternative  accommodation  for  Grand  Chapter  Office  in  the 
event  that  a  move  from  the  present  location  becomes  necessary  when  our 
lease  expires  in  December,  1989.  It  is  also  suggested  that  the  Committee 
look  at  a  purchase  option  if  such  would  be  advantageous  to  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  economically  feasible. 

Your  Committee  appreciates  the  opportunity  of  presenting  these 
several  recommendations  which  we  believe  will  materially  assist  in 
improving  the  functioning  and  efficiency  of  Grand  Chapter,  should  they  be 
adopted.

Because  of 
the  space  allotted  to  your  Grand  Historian  in  the  Book  of  Proceedings  of 
the  present  Convocation,  we  are  restricted  to  a  recording  of  selected 
events  during  the  past  twelve  months  gleaned  from  the  reports  that  will 
be  presented  during  this  Convocation. 

M.Ex.Comp.  Leslie  Levitt  is  completing  his  first  term  as  our  Grand 
First  Principal.  In  undertaking  the  duties  and  responsibilities  as  our 
Grand  Z,  he  has  exhibited  the  exemplary  qualities  of  leadership,  dedica- 
tion, understanding,  encouragement  and  other  degrees  of  excellence  so 
vital  to  the  development  and  enhancement  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  May 
he  continue  his  good  work  during  his  second  term  of  office  with  the 
assurance  of  contributing  a  well-earned  legacy  of  pride  and  recognition  in 
the  annals  of  our  Craft.

FRATERNAL  CORRESPONDENCE  AND  REVIEW 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

For  another  year  I  have  the  privilege  of  preparing  the  Fraternal 
Correspondence  and  Review  for  our  grand  Chapter,  a  privilege  for  which  I 
thank  Grand  First  Principal  Leslie  Levitt.I  also  thank  Grand  Scribe  E., 
M.Ex.Comp.Edward  W.Elcombe  for  making  available  the  Proceedings  for 
my  perusal.  This  year  I  have  read  thirty-eight  Proceedings  from  Sister 
Jurisdictions. 

It  is  evident  that  we  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  still  have  numerous 
problems  to  solve,  although  Minnesota's  Grand  High  Priest  calls  these 
problems  challenges.  Grand  Orator  Joseph  A.  Frade  of  Nevada  relates 
them  to  the  problems  of  society:  "If  society  suffers  a  failure  of  conscience, 
morality,  responsibility,  dedication  and  effort,  then  it  is  not  surprising 
that  we  as  members  of  society  will  bring  these  same  failures  to  our  great

Fraternity.    And  we  have!    Are  we  decaying  within? Our  membership  is 

diminishing,  aging  and  over-all  less  involved.  It  is  struggling  at  all  levels 
to  acquire  new  members  or,  at  best,  simply  keep  what  weVe  got." 

At  Saskatchewan's  Grand  Convocation,  Grand  Historian  Ben  Morrison 
spoke  of  the  distracting  influences  adversely  affecting  our  Order:  "In  our 
day,  there  are  many  distracting  influences,  such  as  radio  and  television 
programs,  that  tend  to  reduce  the  earlier  claim  of  Masonry  on  its  general 
membership.  By  choice  many  members  are  not  interested  in  participating 
in  ritual  work.  It  then  follows  that  a  few  members  become  the  active 
core  of  the  Chapter  while  the  remainder  look  on  until  they  lose  interest 
or  continue  on  their  journey." 

Minnesota's  Grand  High  Priest,  Donald  L.  Briggs,  emphasized  the 
need  to  change  the  attitude  of  non-Masons  towards  Masonry:  "We  must 
do  something  to  change  the  attitude  of  non-Masons  towards  us,  so  that 
our  decline  will  reverse  itself  and  we  will  get  growth  not  only  in  member- 
ship but  as  to  how  our  own  membership  views  Masonry.  We  must 
change  some  things  and  build  enthusiasm." 

New  York's  Grand  High  Priest,  Charles  J.  Reilly,  discussed  the  need 
for  more  adequate  preparation:  "In  my  visits  to  the  Chapters,  I  find  that 
we  cover  the  full  spectrum  when  it  comes  to  preparation.  Many  High 
Priests  take  the  time  to  prepare  for  their  meetings  well  in  advance  and 
have  their  meeting  advertised  in  good  time  and  move  smoothly  ahead 
according  to  correct  Masonic  protocol.  Others  unfortunately  are  not 
planned  meetings  but  happenings.  More  intervisitation  could  assist  the 
High  Priests,  present  and  future,  to  observe  how  meetings  might  be 
conducted.  You  might  even  observe  what  not  to  do."  M.Ex.Comp.  Reilly 
stressed  the  need  for  Preparation,  Good  Ritual,  Innovation,  Dedication  and 
Education,the  initial  letters  of  each  spelling  PRIDE,pride  in  one's  Chapter. 

M.Ex.Comp.  Arthur  T.  Rieves,  Ohio's  Grand  High  Priest,  considered 
the  causes  leading  to  demits  and  suspensions:  "An  attempt  to  understand 
the  causes'  which  contribute  to  demits  and  suspensions  has  convinced  me 
that  it  is  not  due  really  to  financial  conditions,  but  rather  to  a  failure  on 
our  part  to  sufficiently  impress  our  members  with  the  seriousness  of  their 
responsibility  to  their  obligations.  When  a  man  who  is  financially  able  to 
pay  his  dues,  who  has  taken  a  solemn  obligation  to  do  so,  wilfully  and 
deliberately  allows  himself  to  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  in 
violation  of  that  obligation,  it  is  evident  to  me  that  his  obligation  means 
nothing  to  him.    A  large  percentage  of  our  losses  are  of  this  type." 

In  his  address  to  the  Grand  Convocation  of  Pennsylvania,  Grand  High 
Priest  Charles  R.  Nebel  read  a  'Gem  of  Wisdom'  that  was  included  in 
David  Cassel's  message  of  December  1985.  Ex.Comp.  Cassel  is  the  High 
Priest  of  Montgomery  Chapter,  Pennsylvania.  "It  amuses  me  to  think 
that  your  organization  spends  so  much  time  looking  for  new  members 
when  I  was  there  all  the  time.  Do  you  remember  me?  I  am  the  fellow 
who  petitioned  and  was  accepted.  I  paid  my  dues  and  then  I  was  asked 
to  be  a  loyal  and  faithful  member. 

I  am  the  fellow  who  came  to  every  meeting,  but  nobody  paid  any 
attention  to  me.  I  tried  several  times  to  be  friendly,  but  everyone  seemed 
to  have*  his  own  friends  to  talk  to  and  sit  with.  I  sat  down  among 
unfamiliar  faces-  several  times,  but  they  didn't  pay  any  attention  to  me.    I 
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hoped  somebody  would  ask  me  to  join-  one  of  the  Committees  or  to 
somehow  participate  and  contribute  but  no  one  did.  Frankly,  because  of 
illness  I  missed  a  meeting.  The  next  month  no  one  asked  me  where  I 
had  been.  I  guess  it  did  not  matter  very  much  whether  I  was  there  or 
not.  On  the  next  meeting  date  I  decided  to  stay  home  and  watch  a  good 
television  program.  When  I  attended  the  next  meeting,  no  one  asked  me 
where  I  was  the  month  before. 

You  might  say  that  I  am  a  good  guy,  a  good  family  man,  that  I  hold  a 
responsible  job  and  love  my  community.  You  know  who  else  I  am?  I  am 
the  member  who  never  came  back  to  Chapter." 

After  the  reading,  the  Grand  High  Priest  said:  "Companions,  when  I 
give  the  rap,  please  give  the  hand  of  companionship  to  those  around  you, 
and  then  when  I  give  one  rap  we  will  continue  with  our  meeting." 
Several  Chapters  in  Pennsylvania  are  now  doing  the  same  thing. 

In  the  numerous  Proceedings  I  have  read  over  the  years,  a  recurring 
theme  is  the  failure  of  the  Grand  Representative  System.  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Illinois  has  created  the  Office  of  Grand  Representative  Coor- 
dinator to  assist  the  Grand  Representatives  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  each  being  provided  with  a  copy  outlining  his  duties  and  providing 
information  needed  to  contact  his  counterpart. 

Prom  reports  received,  Grand  Representative  activities  are  below 
expectations.  Surveys  were  sent  to  eighty-two  Grand  Representatives; 
fifty-seven  did  not  respond.  Of  the  twenty-five  who  did,  six  were  fully 
active,  five  had  written  and  were  awaiting  replies,  eight  had  not  at- 
tempted contact,  and  six  want  to  relinquish  their  Credentials. 

Grand  High  Priest  McDaniel  of  Illinois  expressed  concern  regarding 
our  inability  to  attract  men  with  qualities  of  leadership:  "We  are  con- 
fronted with  a  problem  of  leadership.  We  must  attract  men  with  qualities 
of  leadership  and  furnish  them  with  a  desire  to  be  of  service  to  the 
various  bodies  of  Masonry  in  a  leadership  capacity.  This  necessitates  a 
change  in  the  thinking  of  many  brethren  as  to  the  need  or  value  of  every 
officer  being  a  complete  ritualist.  Why  not  have  Degree  Teams  with  those 
that  enjoy  the  ritualistic  portion  of  our  work?  This  would  allow  the 
Officers  and  especially  the  Presiding  Officers  to  devote  the  time  required 
to  attend  to  the  management  of  the  Lodge  or  Chapter." 

Grand  High  Priest  Richard  E.  Sheppard  expressed  a  note  of  optimism 
at  Virginia's  Grand  Convocation:  "Although  I  have  no  illusions  of  a 
drastic  turn  around  in  membership  and  attendance,  I  do  feel  that  the 
pendulum  has  reached  the  bottom  of  its  arc  and  we  will  see  gradual 
increases  in  both  membership  and  attendance  in  the  near  future.  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  attending  ten  Annual  Convocations  and  each  of .  the 
Chapters  except  one  had  a  definite  increase  in  attendance  over  that  of  the 
previous  year.  My  great  desire  is  to  see  greater  enthusiasm  among  all 
Masons,  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  particular.  We  have  a  fraternity  to  which 
no  workman  need  be  ashamed.  Let  us  broadcast  to  all  the  Craft  in 
general  and  the  Blue  Lodge  in  particular  the  great  lesson  we  have  to 
offer  and  the  fellowship  and  rewards  we  enjoy  which  are  unsurpassed  by 
any  other  organization." 

Harold  R.  Miller,  New  York's  Grand  High  Priest,  addressed  Ohio's 
Grand  Convocation:     "Be  proud  of  being  a  Mason.     Take  your  Masonry 
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out  into  the  public.  Do  the  things  you  are  taught  to  do.  Act  the  way  we 
are  taught  to  act,  and  it  won't  be  long  before  more  of  our  fellowmen  will 
want  to  be  a  part  of  us." 

A  frequent  recommendation  advises  Chapters  to  use  the  news  media 
to  advertise  our  activities,  particularly  our  charities,  to  inform  other 
Masons  and  the  public  what  we  are  accomplishing  and  who  we  are.  The 
day  is  past  when  we  could  modestly  hide  our  achievements;  we  have 
severe  competition,  particularly  the  Service  Clubs,  and  we  are  losing. 

South  Dakota  has  a  life  membership  plan  available  to  its  members 
with  a  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  a  month. 

In  British  Columbia,  some  of  the  employees  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masonic 
Home  Society  mounted  picket  lines  and  joined  the  general  strike  against 
the  Government,  leaving  the  residents  of  the  Royal  Arch  Home  without 
meals  or  room  cleaning  service.  However,  members  of  the  Royal  Arch, 
wives  &  friends  appeared  at  the  Home  to  serve  meals  &  clean  rooms. 

M.Ex.Comp.  Albert  A.  Mortlock,  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  represented  his 
Jurisdiction  at  the  Special  Convocation  commemorating  the  Hundredth 
Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick. 

James  Strong  Chapter,  Springdale,  Newfoundland,  was  instituted  on 
April  1,  1987  and  named  in  Honour  of  James  Strong,  a  dedicated  New- 
foundlander and  Mason.  The  Chapter  was  chartered  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Nova  Scotia. 

The  newly  revised  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec 
enables  a  Chapter  to  work  in  either  of  the  two  official  languages. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Saskatchewan  is  considering  distinctive  cards 
of  sympathy  and  congratulations. 

Concordia  Chapter,  Md.,  celebrated  its  200th  Anniv.  in  April,  1987. 

New  York's  Grand  Chapter  has  installed  a  VCR  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
Library  which  has  received  increased  attention  and  much  use.  Additional 
tapes  have  been  added  to  the  Library. 

North  Dakota  is  preparing  to  celebrate  its  Centennial  at  Bismarck  in 
1989.  In  1890,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota  had  a  membership  of 
355;  by  1925  it  had  risen  to  4,168;  by  1943  it  had  dropped  to  1,836;  rose 
to  2,900  in  1966  and  fell  to  1,640  in  1987. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  of  Minnesota  recommends  the  removal  of  the 
barbaric  penalties  of  our  obligations,  but  retaining  them  in  the  more 
appropriate  place  in  the  explanation  of  the  signs. 

The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England  is  considering  changes  in  the 
Mystical  Lecture  and  other  parts  of  the  ritual  in  the  Royal  Arch  Degree. 
The  revised  proposals  will  be  demonstrated  at  the  Convocation  in  Feb- 
ruary 1988  and  the  final  version  will  be  debated  before  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter in  February  1989. 

The  issue  contains  an  excellent  paper  entitled,  History.  Mystery  and 
Geometryfthe  geometry  dealing  with  the  arrangement  of  the  six  lights.  Al- 
though sorely  tempted  to  summarize  the  paper,  I  forbore  for  lack  of  space. 

In  Scotland,  the  Earl  of  Elgin  and  Kincardine  was  installed  as  First 
Grand  Principal  for  the  eighteenth  time.  Of  interest  to  Canadians,  Lord 
Elgin  is  an  honorary  colonel  of  the  Elgin  Regiment  of  Canada.  The  First 
Grand  Principal  reported  on  his  recent  visit  to  India  to  mark  the  occasion 
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of  the  Sesqui-centennlal  celebrations  of  the  District  Grand  Chapter. 

In  1987  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapters  of  Ireland  &  Scotland  exchang- 
ed visits.  The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Ireland  visited  London  with  a 
team  to  demonstrate  the  Irish  working  on  invitation  of  the  London  First 
Principals  Chapter.  In  order  to  demonstrate  concern  and  support,  the 
Deputy  Grand  King  and  the  Grand  Registrar  attended  an  Especial 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  England  held  at  Freemasons'  Hall, 
London,  on  the  8th  of  July,  1987.  The  Especial  Convocation,  only  the 
second  to  be  held,  was  called  in  view  of  the  serious  accusation  made 
against  the  Royal  Arch  in  the  Report  of  the  Working  Group  established  by 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Church  of  England. 
The  Convocation  overwhelmingly  approved  the  following  Resolution:  "This 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  totally  denies  the  charge  of  blasphemy  which  has 
been  levelled  against  it  in  the  Working  Group  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Church  of  England,  dated  May,  1987." 

The  United  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Mark  and  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  New  South  Wales  and  Australian  Capital  Territory  consists  of  41 
Districts  and  155  Chapters. 

The  Committee  of  General  Purposes  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Victoria 
decided  to  amend  the  ritual  of  the  Exaltation  Ceremony  by  deleting 
reference  to  the  Physical  Penalty  in  the  Obligation  and  to  amend  the 
Mystical  Lecture.  The  Centenary  Grand  Installation  will  be  held  on  the 
19th  of  April,  1989  and  Master  Masons  will  view  the  Ceremony  from  the 
balcony. 

The  Centenary  of  the  City  of  Melbourne  Chapter  No.  9  was  held  on 
February  27,  1988.  The  City  of  Melbourne  Chapter  was  originally  under 
the  Canadian  Constitution  as  Chapter  No.  97. 

The  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Council  of  Germany  meet  in  joint 
session. 

And  finally,  I  return  to  the  words  of  M.Ex.Comp.  George  L.  Marshall, 
Jr.,  Grand  High  Priest  of  Alabama's  Grand  Jurisdiction,  who  said:  "When 
I  consider  the  state  of  Masonry,  and  particularly  that  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry,  in  Alabama,  I  am  sadly  reminded  of  the  words  of  Haggai  to 
Zerubbabel: 

*Who  is  left  among  you  that  saw  this  house  in  her  first  glory?    And 

how  do  you  see  it  now?    Is  it  not  in  your  eyes  in  comparison  of  it  as 

nothing?' 
But  beyond  this  picture  of  gloom  I  take  heart  and  courage  in  the  words  of 
Haggai  which  follow  those  just  given: 

Tet  now  be  strong...saith  the  Lord,  and  work;  for  I  am  with  you,  saith 

the  Lord  of  Hosts....,  so  my  spirit  remaineth  among  you;  fear  ye  not... 

The  glory  of  this  latter  house  shall  be  greater  than  the  former,  and  in 

this  place  will  I  give  peace."* 

Most  Excellent  Sir,  thank  you  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  of  serving 
our  Grand  Chapter  for  another  year  as  Fraternal  Reviewer.  As  in  past 
years,  it  has  been  an  inspiring  and  rewarding  experience.

In  reporting  to  you  at  this  Grand  Convocation  it  is  the  thirtieth 
time  this  Chairman  has  prepared  an  account  of  the  disbursements  to 
those  who  are  entitled  to  allowances  for  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Executive  Committee  held  immediately  prior  to  the  Grand 
Convocation. 

All  Past  Grand  First  Principals  are  in  attendance  except 
M.Ex.Comp.  Fraser  Hay,  who  is  out  of  the  country. 

The  Grand  H  and  Grand  J,  the  Grand  Scribe  E  and  Grand 
Treasurer  are  all  in  their  places.  Four  of  the  five  Honorary  Members  of 
the  Grand  Executive  (Rt.ex.Comp.  Arthur  S.  Haley  absent  on  account  of 
health)  and  all  five  elected  members  are  in  attendance. 

Of  the  five  appointed  members  only  three  are  in  attendance. 

There  are  17  Grand  Superintendents  and  13  are  in  attendance.  The 
absentees  are  from  Districts  #5,  6,  8  and  10. 

All  who  responded  to  the  roll  call  have  been  paid  their  allowances. 
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A  detailed  account  is  furnished  herewith  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
Total  distance  travelled  by  the  above  officers  is  7,971km,  excluding  the 
Metropolitan  area  where  the  Convocation  is  held.

There  are  a  number  of  Chapters  having  problems.  Some  are  unable 
to  hold  meetings  for  lack  of  a  quorum  and  other  Chapters  have  other 
problems  that  need  to  be  addressed.  I  have  visited  in  eleven  districts  a 
total  of  seventy-two  Chapters.  One  of  the  Chapters  I  visited  has  not  had 
a  quorum  since  December  1979.  That's  a  long  time,  and  I  wonder  just 
what  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  this  particular  district  were  doing  to 
allow  this  to  happen? 

There  are  a  number  of  Chapters  who  would  be  better  off  if  they 
were  to  consider  amalgamation  wijbh  another  Chapter. 

Most  Chapters  having  difficulties  are  within  a  radius  of  five  to  ten 
miles  of  each  other  and  should  have  no  difficulty  in  travelling.  There  was 
a  time  years  ago  when  it  was  convenient  to  have  lodges  and  Chapters  in 
the  smaller  communities,  as  the  mode  of  travel  was  either  by  horse  and 
buggy  or  by  trains  which  travelled  through  all  of  these  commmunites. 
To-day,  with  our  modern  means  of  transportation,  it  makes  it  easy  to 
travel  many  miles  in  a  very  short  time. 

We  are  competing  with  many  social  and  sporting  organizations.  If 
Masonry  is  going  to  survive  we  must  re-think  what  our  priorities  are  so 
that  we  can  create  interest  in  our  present  membership  and  also  persuade 
the  younger  generation  of  the  benefits  they  can  derive  from  being  a  part 
of  our  Craft. 

Unless  the  Grand  Superintendents  take  a  keen  interest  and  make 
honest  assessments  of  their  districts,  reporting  their  findings  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  Office,  we  cannot  do  anything  to  assist  -  frankly,  you  are  hurting 
our     Royal     Craft     and     are     not     fulfilling     your    responsibilities     as 
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representatives  of  our  Grand  First  Principal. 

This  year  we  have  had  a  number  of  Grand  Superintendents  who 
took  their  office  seriously  and  have  made  honest  assessments  of  the 
Chapters  in  their  respective  districts,  and  we  congratulate  those  who 
have.  It  is  up  to  each  Grand  Superintendent  to  see  that  not  only  are  the 
Chapters  financially  sound  but  are  having  properly  conducted  meetings  as 
per  our  Constitution.  It  takes  only  a  minute  to  check  back  through  the 
register  for  a  year  or  more  to  see  if  they  have  had  sufficient  members 
present  to  conduct  meetings.  Visitors  are  wonderful,  and  we  need  more, 
but  they  cannot  vote  or  assist  the  Chapter  in  conducting  its  meetings. 

The  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Executive  is  only  as  capable  of 
knowing  what  is  happening  in  the  sixteen  districts  as  the  information  you 
supply  us  with. 

Finally,  we  urge  each  Grand  Superintendent  to  study  the  needs  and 
problems  of  each  Chapter  within  your  district.  Sit  down  with  the  Officers 
of  the  Chapter  and  find  out  what  problems  they  are  having.  If  you 
cannot  correct  the  problem  with  the  assistance  of  the  Officers  then  you 
should  contact  the  Grand  Chapter  Office.  Someone  will  be  delegated  to 
visit  the  area. 

Let  us  all  try  to  maintain  and  uphold  the  high  standards  and 
principles  of  our  Royal  Craft.

Since  the  1988  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter,  the  film  "The 
Saga  Of  The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Of  Freemasonry"  has  been  presented  at 
eleven  Royal  Arch  Mason  Chapters  representing  ten  Districts  within  the 
Province  of  Ontario.

The  Grand  Lecturer, 
Most  Excellent  Companion  Gordon  H.  Stuart,  states  in  the  Syllabus  that 
there  should  be  no  solicitation  for  membership  into  the  Order  of  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch  to  the  visiting  Craft  Masons  on  the  occasion  of  a  Master 
Masons  Night.  Success  depends  on  proper  planning,  enthusiasm  and 
participation  by  all  Companions. 

A  very  special  'thank  you*  is  extended  to  those  Companions  who 
willingly  assisted  me  during  the  past  year  in  presenting  the  film,  namely 
Rt.  Ex.  Companions  Malcolm  "Mac"  MacKenzie,  Gordon  Sinclair  and  Max 
Laushway,  plus  all  the  Officers  and  Companions  of  the  host  Chapters. 

Ex.Comp.  David  Gillelan,  Editor  of  "The  Keystone"  and  a  member  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  Public  Relations  Committee  reports  that  the 
production  of  our  official  Grand  Chapter  newsletter  -THE  KEYSTONE-- 
continues  to  be  a  very  interesting  challenge  for  all  of  those  concerned  - 
editor,  printer  and  distributor.

Excellent  Companion  Gillelan  has  reported  to  me  that  the  strength  of 
THE  KEYSTONE  is  in  the  material  submitted  for  publication.  As  the 
editor,  he  has  been  supported  by  a  very  small  group  of  conscientious 
contributors,  to  whom  he  is  deeply  grateful.  But  on  the  whole,  the 
material  submitted  is  meagre,  and  the  Editor  feels  like  the  fairy  tale 
character  Mother  Hubbard...there's  nothing  in  the  cupboard. 

Publication  dates  have  been  delayed  in  hopes  of  getting  sufficient 
interesting  material.  Looking  at  the  Royal  Arch  Mason  membership  in 
Ontario,  one  wonders  how  this  could  be.  He  urges  each  of  you  to  support 
THE  KEYSTONE  with  items  of  interest.  The  quality  of  THE 
KEYSTONE  ultimately  depends  upon  the  quality  of  material  submitted. 
Your  help  is  needed  now. 

Excellent  Companion  Gillelan  and  Grand  Chapter  appreciate  receiving 
the  many  photographs  and  news  stories  that  have  appeared  in  local 
newspapers  relating  to  individual  Chapter  activities  and  it  is 
recommended  that  these  items  continue  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Relations  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  BURSARY  COMMITTEE

Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

I  was  sorry  to  hear  of  the  passing  of  V.Ex.Comp.  Donald  Lusignan,  our 
Chairman  for  the  past  three  years.  I  would  like  to  thank  R.Ex.Comp. 
Robert  T.  Rigby,  Grand  Scribe  E.  Emeritus,  and  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Stanley 
Wheeler  for  their  help  with  the  other  members  of  the  Committee, 
R.Ex.Comp.  Bert  A.  Mennie  and  R.Ex.Comp.  Earl  F.  Gray,  at  the 
Executive  Meeting  October  8th,  1988,  while  I  was  away  in  Australia.  I 
would  also  like  to  thank  M.Ex.Comp.
